hands of a white assassin. 


The assailant, in the uniform 
of a parliamentary messenger, 
stabbed Verwoerd as he sat in 
Parliament. He plunged a knife 
into the symbol of South Afri­ 
ca's white supremacy rule, then 
stabbed him twice more as he 
.slumped on his desk with blood 
| gushing from the wounds. A

WASHINGTON <AP> — Con- 
gress returns today from Labor 
Day visits home, with two hot 
issues for Immediate attention 
and a pile of unfinished business 
threatening the chances of ad­ 
journing before the Nov. 8 elec­ 
tion. 


Senate leaders expect to move 
promptly for consideration of 
the civil rights bill with its con­ 
troversial 
provisions 
against 
discrimination in some housing. 


If — as is expected — oppo­ 
nents adopt filibuster tactics, 
the bill may be set aside while 
the Senate completes action on 
fiscal and other major legisla­ 
tion. The civil rights debate ulti­ 
mately is expected to consume 
weeks. 


The House has scheduled con­ 
sideration Wednesday of a bill 
to limit certain 
bank 
deposit 
interest. It is the only legislation 
bearing directly on the hot polit­ 
ical issue of expensive and tight 
money, but it touches only one 
facet of that problem — the 
competition between banks and 
pavings and loan institutions for 
money to finance mortgages. 


The main fight will come on a 
choice between two versions of 
the. legislation. One. by Rep. 
Wright Patm an. D-Tex., House 
Banking Committee chairman, 
would put a 4.5 per cent ceiling 
on interest paid on time deposits 
— those left with banks for a 
fixed period — up to $100,000. 
The other, backed by the John­ 
son administration, would leave 
the ceiling up to the Federal 
Reserve Board. 


Horrified members of Parlia­ 
ment quickly subdued the as­ 
sailant. 


Verwoerd, 64. was pronounced 
dead on arrival at a hospital. 


The senior Cabinet minister. 
Theophilus Donges — who be­ 
came acting prime minister — 
announced the leader’s death to 
Parliam ent a little more than 
an hour later. 


Donges identified the assassin 
as a temporary messenger in 
Parliament. He said the as­ 
sailant was under 
arrest but 
that 
his 
motives 
were 
not 
known. 


The South African Press As­ 
sociation said it understood the 
assassin was of Greek descent. 


Appealing to the nation to re­ 
main calm. Donges 
said the 
Cabinet would continue its nor­ 
mal 
work 
and 
the 
police 
’‘would leave no stone unturned 
to get to the bottom of this das­ 
tardly deed.” He said the pub­ 
lic should not speculate or “lose 
their heads." 


Verwoerd’s death, in the most 
notorious political assassination 
since that of President John F. 
Kennedy in 1963, promises no 
change in South Africa’s apar­ 
theid 
policy. 
His 
Nationalist 
party will pick the new prime 
minister. 


The attack came suddenly 
before members knew what was 
happening.

Traffic deaths across the na­ 
tion during the three-day Labor 
Day weekend soared well above 
a record for any summer 
period. 


Delayed reports of deaths in 
accidents up to midnight Mon­ 
day night showed a total of 624 
persons killed in the 78-hour 
period. 


This compared with 505 deaths 
in a nonholiday weekend of 
equal length. 


It topped the previous record 
toll of 563 far a three-day Labor 
Day weekend, set last year. It 
also surpassed the record traf­ 
fic toll for any summer holi­ 
day, 576 deaths in the three-day 
Independence Day observance 
this year. 


The grim total marked the 
fourth straight major holiday of 
this year in which traffic fatali-

“Holiday weekends, on the 
average, seem to be about 25 
per cent more dangerous than 
normal weekends,” the council 
spokesman said. * More people 
are on the roads over Labor 
Day, the last summer weekend. 
The cars are crowded and the 
drivers are in a hurry to get to 
their destination.” 


In contrast to the staggering 
total this Labor Day, the safest 
Labor Day weekend since World 
War II was in 1946 with 246 traf­ 
fic fatalities.

George, Griffin 
Expeded And

DETROIT <AP>— As uninvited 
Republicans at a Democratic- 
sponsored Labor Day rally in 
Detroit, Michigan’s Gov. George 
Rcmney and Sen. Robert Griffin 
cxpected to take a back seat to 
President Johnson — and that’s 
just what they got. 


But Romney. an early riser, 
gave it a good try by being 
first to shake the President’s 
hand. 


Johnson was the principal 
sh a k e r at the traditional Labor 
Day program today at Cobo 
llall, and while he spoke from 
the front of the speaker's plat­ 
form, Romney and Griffin lis­ 
tened from the back. 


To be specific, it was the back 
row—last two seats—from which 
Romney and Griffin heard John­ 
son pay tribute to the late Sen. 
Patrick McNamara, Michigan 
Democrat. 
Griffin, of course, 
was appointed senator by Rom­ 
ney after McNamara’s 
death 
earlier this year. He will oppose 
former Michigan Gov. G. Mfen- 
non Williams in the November 
election. 


The rally marked the third un­ 
invited appearance of the day 
for the two Republicans. Both 
inarched in the Labor Day pa­ 
rade through downtown Detroit, 
:hen showed up at Metrojjolitan 
Airport to meet Johnson’s plane.

Day j arade with Griffin, the 
governor answered labor lead­ 
ers' criticism by sawng: 


‘‘No organization has a mono­ 
poly on honoring working men.”

Romney Foxes 
Demo Detroit 
Squeeze Play 


WASHINGTON <AP» — Presi 
dent Johnson has begun his offi­ 
cial prc-e’ectiion politicking with 
an 18-spcech Midwestern tour 
that drew big crowds and en­ 
thusiastic cheers for his Viet 
Nam policy. 


There were a 
few jarring 
notes during Monday's swing 
through Michigan and Ohio. But 
from Johnson’s standpoint, the 
“ycahs” clearly w’ere in the ma­ 
jority. 


One presidential speech, at a 
packed fairgrounds in racially 
tense Dayton, Ohio, was inter­ 
rupted twice when some ef h:s 
supporters scuffled with antiwar 
demonstrators. 


The 
shoving 
and 
pushing 
matches, about 50 yards in front 
of Johnson's platform, did not in 
themselves interrupt the chief 
executive’s words. Instead, he 
had to pause when many in the 
crowd cheered as antiwar ban­ 
ners were pulled down and 
ripped apart. 


Ad-Ubbs Tenth Reference 
Ironically, all this happened 
as Johnson was discussing the 
plight of restive youth, asking, 
"Is the right to demonstrate all 
a society can offer the restless, 
surging spirit of a generation 
that asks where the action is?” 


The President later ad-hbbed 
a reference to the young demon» 
strators, saying it li those who 
wear the green beret et the Spe­ 
cial Forces “who make ft possi­ 
ble for you to dtaent, who give 
you flie liberty and the freedom 
that you so freely exercise.’* 
Traveling for the first time 
this election season at tbs ex­ 
pense of the Democratic party, 
Johnson visited Detroit and Bat­ 
tle Creek, Mich., Dayton and 
Lancaster, Ohio. The crowds got 
bigger at evfary stop and, if offi­ 
cial estimates were halfway 
accurate, totaled more than 250,- 
000 people. 


Iffnere Eurepe 
Johnson got one of his noisiest 
ovations from a rain-sprinkled, 
after-dark throng at the Lan­ 
caster fairgrounds. This came 
when he said no one wants to 
kill or be killed, no president 
wants to order young men into 
battle, ‘‘but we must deal with 
the world as it is.'* 


In the set of prepared speech­ 
es Johnson took with him, one 
contained two policy statements 
— one rejecting the idea of any 
cutback of American forces in 
Europe at this time, the other 
responding to French President 
Charles de Gaulle’s statement 
that Viet Nam peace talks must 
be preceded by an American 
commitment to some timetable 
for withdrawing its forces from 
South Viet Nam. 


Johnson never did read his 
t r o o p s-m-Europe 
statement, 
though the White House takes 
the posit.cn that the unspoken 
words are a part of the presi­ 
dential record. 


Viet Nam Statement 
As for Viet Nam. he said U.S. 
troops 
are 
there 
“because 
aggression 
is 
there 
at 
this 
hour.”

Any hunting dog should have 
enough work to take the kinks 
out of its muscles before the 
saaioo opens.

He can be 
exercised and disciplined some­ 
what simply by tossing dum- ^ 
mies, making him stay put. A 
few weekend workouts should 
be

The Southern baptist Conven­ 
tion. long one of the most active 
in helping refugees, has an­ 
nounced a naticmwide campaign 
for increased contributtons ot 
clothing, food and other items. 


The Roman Catholic Hispanic 
Center reported that since refu­ 
gees began arriving in 1960. it 
has spent more than $2 million 
aiding them. The center, di­ 
rected by the Rev. Frederick

Mrs. Ksnff, the 
Wimbledon champton and co­ 
holder oi the top ranking in this 
country, was top^eeded in the 
women's bracket. 


Rumor had it that she had 
been disturbed when she discov­ 
ered that S.R. Bumann of Dal­ 
las was to umpire her match. 
Bumann 
reportedly 
led 
the 
drive that prompted the U.S. 
Lawn Tennis A ssertion to give 
Nancy Rkhey co-ranUng with 
Mrs. King as Amenoa’s No. 1 
player. 


"I didn’t know untrl after Bu­ 
mann was in the chair that he 
might be objected to by Mrs. 
King.” said Alexander Clark, in 
charge of assigning umpires. 


“If I had known. I woukin't 
have assigned hifm. But once 
he’s in the chair, I can’t remove 
him.

Michigan Penalties Áre Least 
Deer Shining At Its Best 


There is a gradual change of 
fimphasis in conservation law 
•nforccmcnt work that involves 
lew laws, the role of the pub­ 
ic, and the changing place of 
recreation 
in 
people’s 
lives, 
»ays John Anguilm. chief of the 
Conservation Department’s Law 
Enforcement Division. 


“Right today.” says Anguilm. 
“Michigan is at the bottom of 
the barrel when it comes to 
fines and imprisonment for deer 
law violators.*’ He pointed to a 
•ur\*ey conducted by his office 
.hat showed penalties and pro- 
pedures used against deer vio- 
iators in 20 other state.«. 


AI! charge convicted deor vi­ 
olators more 
than Michigan’s 
maximum of a $100 fine or 90 
days in jail. Several charge up 
:o $1.000 for deer "shining.” 
Some states al.so confiscate cars 
and weapons, and impose jail 
.sentences up to a year in length. 
'The average fine for shining in 
these states is around $300. 


EVEN THOVCiH 
Michigan's 
present maximum fine of SUM) 
is comparatively low. it is sel­ 
dom applied, according to An­ 
guilm. 


He notes: “More often, deer 
shiners in Michigan are fined 
$30 to $50. plus costs. Some­ 
times they forfeit their weap­ 
ons. but generally not. This is 
really little more than a slap 
on the wrist, and the meat it­ 
self from a single deer, if mar­ 
keted illegally, is often worth 
that much or more.” 


Anguilm douts that there is 
any large-scale organized "ven­ 
ison market” operating in Mich­ 
igan. “but there are many in­ 
dividual 
violators 
who 
still 
hunt and sell a deer or two, 
now and then. Present Michi­ 
gan penalties are too light to 
keep a violator from such ‘re­ 
peating,* and so our field of- 


I ficers, and right-minded mem- i 


I bcrs of the public often have | 
to work hard to get a court 
\ case, for very little result.” 


In a step toward a tougher 
policy that Anguilm hopes to 
institute against such confirmed 
violators,

“TOl’RISM and outdoor rec- ' 
reation have become Michigan’s 
third largest industry.” Angu­ 
ilm says, “and it behooves all 
of us to respect conservation 
laws. The deer in the woods 
and the birds in the fields are 
our a.ssurance that the vacation 
business in Michigan will con­ 
tinue to grow. 


“On a simple dollar level, the 
man who goes out and steals a 
deer or pheasant is .stealing 
I money from the pockets of all 
of us. Of cour.se a violation is 
more imuortunt than money; 


i if involves protection of help- 
: less wildlife, a respect for na­ 
ture and a social rule, called a 
law. that we all agree to follow. 
But the point is clear; Conser- 
I vation law violators hurt all of 
us together, and 
we have a 
: common goal to prevent such 
I violation.”

Ito local 
sportsmen’s clubs and news­ 
papers of the area and told 
them the story. The response 
was immediate and strong. 


Several 
sportsmen’s 
clubi 
banded together and posted a 
sizable reward for information 
that would lead to the violators. 
The newspapers published the 
story and direct^ readers to 
phone local conservation offi­ 
cials. The public, it turned out, 
was opposed to such violationi 
quite as strongly as conserva­ 
tion officials.

CALLS BEGAN 
pouring in 
from all directions. Each was 
investigated and before long, a 
pair of alleged deer violators 
were caught. It turned out they 
probably 
weren’t involved in 
the six-deor offense, but were

in 
Washtenaw 
County 
Circuit Court. 


Other calls, however, led to 
one man in whose freezer near­ 
ly 100 packages of venison were

The reward that was posted
